Wilmot Fire Ruins 
Horse Farm Sheds 

A raging fire, Sept. 7, at, the 
Cocklan Horse Farm near Wilmot 
resulted in the loss of 1 tool and 2 
horse sheds. The Wilmot Fire Dept. 
estimated $1,500 hi damage. 

Sparks from a pile of burning 
rubbish drifted to a manure pile a 
few. feet away to- "cause the fire, 
which spread to the sheds nearby. 
After being called by Mrs. Cocklan, 
the Wilmot arid Silver Lake Fire 
Depts. arrived in 10 minutes to 
extinguish the roaring blaze; The 
crews returned several times during 
the day to put down more water 
on the still smouldering embers. 

Mrs. Cocklan estimated that 300 
people came to the scene, many run- 
ning into the burning sheds to save 
equipment.

The other victims, Rose P. Stew- 
ard, 25, and John Lewis Leman, 30, 
died instantly in the back seat of 
the car. ' The Antioch Rescue Squad 
and Lake County Deputies labored 
for over an hour to free the ;two 
from the jagged debris of . the rear 
end of the auto. 

The car,* officers estimated, went 
188 feet before slamming into the 
tree. 

A jury was sworn in to investi- 
gate the accident by Coroner Robert 
Babcox in Antioch.

Gattis, a wire machinist, was em- 
ployed by the Milton Wire Com- 
pany in Brookfield , 111. At his 
death, he left his wife, Angelina, 
and. three daughters. Services will 
be arranged for him in -Chicago.

Antioch Industries Boom 
Plans Expand in Growth 



The H 8c S Manufacturing Co. of 
Waukegan, recently acquired prop- 
erty for their proposed plant here 
in Antioch, plans to build a 12,500 
square foot building oh Bartlett St. 

Mr. Wallace Sjostrom of the Wau- 
kegan plant reported that at least 
6 to 10 employees would hold down 
the first shift duties of the plant 
here. He also stated that the com- 
pany plans to add a second shift in 
the future. 

Mr. John Cohville, Antioch archi- 
tect, whose plans are seen below, is 
designing the new plant site. He 
said that the building would have 
an extra-heavy concrete floor and 
that the entire building would be 
made of concrete block and brick. 
The building, he added further, 
would be complemented with steel 
roofdecks and would be completely 
fireproof. 

The estimated cost of the build- 



ing on the 250 x 250 ft. lot has 
been fixed between $70,00 and 
$80,000. 

The H & S Manufacturing Co. is 
the maker of screws, special fasten- 
ers and shoulder rivets. 

The Quaker-Stretcher Industries 
plant on Sequoit Acres has almost 
been completed for overall use, with 
the exception of the office area 
where construction workers are still 
laboring. 

Mr. Gilbert Petzke, Works .Man- 
ager of the Quaker-Stretcher Indus- 
tries plant here, stated that close to 
125 persons were already hard at 
work. Mr. Petzke added that the 
planned second shift at the plant 
would eventually bring up the total 
number of employees to 300. 

The Quaker Industries plant in 
Kenosha presently employs about 
300 persons. 



The plant itself is made, of con- 
crete, steel and aluminum, with tFy? 
office area being constructed of 

brick. There is glazed tile in all 
the washrooms and the entire build- 
ing is fireproof. The roof is made 
of metal deck with 1% in. fiber 
glass insulation. Along with in- 
stalling the very latest in modern 
equipment, a sprinkler system has 
been added. There are 4 acres 
under roof in an overall area of 
179,800 sq. ft. The immensity of 
the ceilings required 5,000 gals, of 
paint to be sprayed. 

Mr. Petzke estimated the cost 
involved to be over a million 
dollars. 

The Quaker-Stretcher Industries 
are makers of snack tables, picnic 
tables and benches, fiber glass ac- 
cessories, and pole and sectional 
shelving.

An 
investigation into whether anything 
othe r than an electric shock caused 
the death would be performed,' po- 
lice said. ,. 

Besides his parents and wifei^Eng- 
lish is survived by his daughter, 
Marilyn, a student at the University 
of Wisconsin. '

, smashing melons against buildings , . •. damaging boats, and a 
number of other offenses usually laughed off by the parents with 
"boys will be boys." 

Then came the next step . . , stealing small amounts of money, 
. . . theft of an outboard motor . . , siphoning gasoline from parked 
cars . . . peering through windows . . . prowling the neighborhood 
lote at night. ' 

Now they have reached stage three. They gained access to a 
home by crossing a garage roof, forceaLppen a window, and made 
off with a sum of money and in the process they used matches for 
illumination which could have resulted in a serious fire. One woman 
tells of someone tampering with her front door while she stood 
inside waiting with a loaded gun. Another tells of closing a window 
on the fingers of one trying to climb into her home. Another tells of 
small burglaries . . . attempts to open doors, suspicious persons in 
their backyards at night. All of this has made, people afraid to go 
outside after dark, even on their own property. 

The next phase calls for breaking and entering to obtain more 
and larger sums of money . . . more thefts . . . stealing cors . . . 
then armed robbery and senseless beatings. All following the pattern 
that we read about atbnost daily in the press. 

If these young delinquents will only read about others and 
think what might have happened if that door they tampered with 
had opened. If their parents will only consider the consequences 
had their child entered that open window. 

If the police will break up this after curfew loitering and 
prowling, then a major tragedy may be averted BEFORE IT IS TOO 
LATE! *

These arrests are 'lawful even 
though the person arrested is 'en- 
tirely innocent. ! ; : , 
Arrests With Warrant |; 
| If. , the policeman :has an arrest - 
warrant, he ;.' may j [lawfully .arrest 
any person who is named in it. Ah 
arrest warrant is an order issued 
by a judge, ;a justice of the peace 
or a police .magistrate for the ., ar- 
rest of a certain person, j It is issued 
when someone : files a complaint 
accusing another of a criminal act. 
The arresting officer, a policeman, 
constable or deputy .is required to 
hove the warrant with ihihi when he 
makes the arrest and to allow the 
person arrested! to iread it. The 
warrrant should describe' the person 
accurately, and contain a statement 
of the specific charge for which the 
arrest is made. ■ 

Do Not Resist Arrest 
■ It is unwise to offer any resist- 
ance to an arrest, because it is a 
crime to resist a lawful arrest. 
"Booking" 
Once the j arrest has been made, 
and the person is token to the' police 
station, the. law requires that he 
be "booked" within a reasonable 
period of time." "Booking" is the 
entry of a specific charge against 
the person in- what is called the 
"police blotter" or "arrest book." 

The police may lawfully hold the 
person for several hours or perhaps 
overnight without booking. Should 
the detention run beyond reason- 
able time without booking, the per- 
son may obtain freedom by means 
of a writ of habeas corpus. 
• A lawyer procures the writ from 
a judge, ordering the police to pro- 
duce the person in open court and 
there either charge him with a 
specific crime or release him. He 
may not be . held incommunicado. 
In any case it is proper and cus- 
tomary for the person to ask for 
permission to telephone his lawyer 
or someone who can get a lawyer 
for him. ' , . 

May Apply for Bail 
Once booked, the person has the 
right to apply for and post bail so 
that he may be released from police 
custody pending the trial unless the 
crime for which he is booked is a 
very serious crime. Bail is secur- 
ity pasted to assure that the person 
arrested and booked will come to 
court on the day set for his trial. 
If the person fails to appear in 
court on the day of trial, he will, 
forfeit his bail security and a war- 
rant will be issued for his arrest. 

While the person arrested is in the 
custody of the police, he may not 
lawfully be forced to make any 
statement on any subject. He has 
a full legal . right to remain silent 
throughout, and to refuse to speak, 
to answer questions, or to sign 
papers. He has the right to refuse 
to take a "balloon test" (to deter- 
mine intoxication) or any other 
similar tests. 

If he is physically forced to give 
incriminating information, he can 
prevent it from being used against 
him at his trial. 

In many cases it is prudent for 
an arrested person to refuse to give 
any information which might in any 
manner be used against him, until 
he has talked with his lawyer, even 
though he is completely innocent 
of the crime charged. Of course, he 
should not withhold information 
that may lead to the apprehension 
of the guilty party. 

Rights of the Defendant 
When the person is booked and 
is brought to court, he has become 
a defendant to a criminal charge; 
He has a right to be represented 
by competent counsel of his own 
choice. 

Should he be unable to pay for a 
lawyer's services, he may take a 
"pauper's oath" affirming his pov- 
erty, and then the court will ap- 
point a lawyer to defend him if the 
case is at all serious. He is given 
a copy of the papers containing the 
formal charge against him. He is 
free to plead guilty or not guilty 
to the charge, and if he pleads not 
guilty the State must come forward 
with its proof. 

The lawyer will take the case and 
defend him vigorously whether he 
be guilty or innocent, because all 
are entitled to adequate representa- 
tion regardless of guilt. 

"If the defendant pleads "not 
guilty," he Is entitled to a trial by 
jury. He must be given sufficient

Our rights after arrest are an in- 
tegral part of the American 'system 
of jurisprudence which is designed 
to protect human dignity and to 
punish only* aftejr a fair and im- 
partial, hearing. This system will 
remain' workable! only iso long as 
we! citizens take an active and sin- 
cere interest i in its enforcement. .
